Many of them left their nativ e land to escape 
military conscription and will not lightly forego their persona* 
liberty here. 
Being interested in iron as much as it is interested in men 
the Gov ernment will be put up against a hard game to play in 
case of a strike, and there is no telling what would dev elop. 
I hope that the Department of J ustice will realize that hav 
ing enough registered for all purposes it had better quit and aic 
the gov ernment in the prosecution of the war, rather than to 
make war at home on these workers, but they may decide to go 
thru.
